him many other Gentiles. The N et, wherewith he fi- 
ſhedand caught him and them, was the g/adtiarngs 
ofthe Goppell,and Faith in Ieſus Chriſt: which is com- 
paredin Scriptureto a Net, andconliſteth of manic 
Articles,as a N.et of many threads , The caſting of this 
net,was the vnfolding of the word: Then Peter opened 
bis mouth, "The plummet that keepe ſuch downe,as are 
taken in the Net,from preſumptis, arethe threatnings 
of the Lew,and the ſevere /uſtice of God: God i ng ac+ 
cepter of perſons. The Corke, that bearethem wp in 
all the ſurges of this world, that they //zke not downe 
into the depth of aeſpaire, are the promiſes of the Goſ- 
pell,and the ſweete mercies of Almighty God: But in 
every nation,C*c. T 

This great Fiſher of men S* Peter , was naturd Ho- 
mo,gratia Chriſtianus abundantiore gratia uns idemg, 
primius Apoitolus , He was by nature ſaith S* Auſtin, 
but a man,by grace a Chriſtian man, by abundant grace 
not only one, but acheife _ApoFtle, He was the firſt,that 
confeſſed Chriſt to bee conſubſlantiall with his Father; 
he was the firſt,that preacht Chri;rhe firſt,that bapri- 
zea in his name;and ſtil the forwardſt man, in the ex- 
ecution of his Apoſfolrg, ftuntion. He was with Chriſt, 
whilſt heliu'd on earth moſt familiar & converſant, 
with his ſecret counſailes beſt acquainted , moſt ob-

ſervant ofhis words and precepts : and becauſe, ſaith 
Cyprian ,unit as ab exordio depenaet,to preleruc order 
& to avoid (chime amongſt the guides of the Church, 
he was by Chriſt ſet before the reſt,vnto whom all the

_ ters of importice ſhould haue recourſe,as to a perls 
more honorable then the reſt. 79h» indeed..was that 
Apoſtle,whom.Cbri##lou'd abouethereſt; but $r Pe.

er. This Primacy of Order, which wee aſcribe varo Pe. 
ter , is the originall of allthe Superiorztie, rhat Arch- 
biſhops & Metropolitanshaue over the Biſbops of their

all the fabricke of Eccleſtaſticke diſcipline, whereby 


the vnitie of the Charcb at rhis day remaines preſer- 
ved.

then much juſter claime may be laide to this Supre- 
macie by the Biſhop of leruſalem , becauſe Chriſt the 
great Paſtor and Biſhep of our ſoulzs did there ſuffer 
death for the Redemption of vniverſallman. Butnor 
the one, nor the other, is a ſufficient foundation to 
raiſe vp this Edifice of the Popiſh Hierarchie, The C3- 
miſſion given to Peter was not ſingular , but to others 
common with him : thereſt ofthe Apoſiles were au- 
thorized, as wellashe, andthat immediately from 
Chri#t;their preheminence of binding and /voſing as 
amplezand as Chri# was ſentby his Father, ſo ſent he 
them, & what heſaid to one, he ſaid to all, Paſceoves, 
Feed myſheepe, Forit wasathing inthe Evangelicall 
ſtory with Chriſt viſual, fomerimes to dire his ſpeech 
to one private man, and no more, as Ariſe andwalke, 
Lazarus come forth;ſometimes to dire his ſpeech to 
one inthe perſon of al,as Yade & moli amplitis peccare, 
Goeandſinneno more,and to Peter, Paſce owes; am 
qued drcitar Petrogdicitur omnibus; what was ſaid to Pee 
ter,was ſaid to all the poles faith Aufin, cap. 30. de 
Agone Chriſtiano.Now the reaſons , why Chriſt dire- 
fed his ſpeech to Peter in the behalfe of them all, 
werethele;vel quia 4tate [entor, vel charitate ardent» 
or, vel ne videretar reliquis abiedtior quia negaver at 
Chriſſum,laith Occham bib. 4. Dial. r.Tra.3.part.c.36 
Either becauſe he was more arc/ent , or in charitic_ 
more araeyt,then thereſt,or elſe leſt he ſhould /eeme 
to bee deſpiſed for the denyall of his Mater. But the 
Pope(the pretended Succeſſour of this Petey )will not 
content himſelte with this Pr/ort/e;he will not only 
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haue a Cheifrie of Order, but of command,and Power: 
and becauſe/in ali likelyhood) ChriF would hauehis 
Church gouerned inthe beſt forme of regiment that 
is,and that of all States the Monarchie is beſt; hence 
Sanders, andafter him Bellarmzne lay it downe for a 
Precognitum,that the Government ofthe Church muſt 
needsbe Monarchicall; that thu was committed vnto 
Peter , and continuedin his Succeſſours 3 whereby his 
Power is become #llimited,his Judgement infalliblegand 
hee an Y/n#ver{all Biſhop , whoſe Dioceſeisthe whole 
world.The truth of thisSrate-Maxime,on which they 
build the Pope ſo higha Thrope,l will not diſpure;bur 
keepe my ſelfe within the ſphere of mine owne Pro- 
feſhon;and,for an vncontrolld Anſwereto them all, 
adde that limitation, which I finde in the fore-cited. 
Occham( ;.Part. Dial.l.z.Tr.r.30.)Status Monarchicus 
eſt omnium optimus populo ſimul moranti, non autem v- 
nipopulocomprehendentiplures popalos locu diſtantibus. 
That Government is beſt , where one beares Sove, 
raigntie,nor many,but ſo, that it be over bur one na- 
tion, & not manie,or if over many , yet not farre dil- 
joyned, Which limitatio of Occham's I find ſtrengrh- 
nedwith the authoritic of great S* Au#in (1:b.z.de 
Civ. Dao. 5,)Feliciores eſſent res humaneſj omnia reg- 
naeſſent parva , & concordi vicinitate letantia. The 
eftate of worldly things would bee much more happy,it 
the whole - wor/d were divided out into ſmall Kine-

neſſes of theYniver/allChurch,Better therefore were 

it for Peter, or his Swcceſſours, tobee ( as St Aufin 

rcarmes him Tra&.r 3.7 loh.)Oculms in corpore, an Eye 
of the Church,then to beſo vaſt a Headof a body fo 

farrediſſevercd:leſt that bee applied vnto him in the 
Comedy, His quidem fungino genere eff capite_ ſetotum 
zegit;The Church of Rome is become a muſhrome , or 

like a Toad-ſtoole,a/ Head and no bodie. 

Yet hath the ſweet defire of Ambirion ſo enchan- 
ted the Chaire of the Scarlet whore, that rather, then 
the Pope will looſe this eminent Sowerazgntie and 
command,he willbecome the Patrone and maintai- 
ner of moſt enormous offenders and their offences, 
thereby to procureiſupport of his C2»7hriſtian 
Primacy.For the beſt ſtake in the Pope's hedge is his 
owne Authority,to maintaine his owne 1»falliblitie, 
and is now becomeſtript of all , ſaue thenaked De- 
erees of Canoniſls,and the Dreames of wel-fed Monks: 
ro which had henor of late annexed an onynipotent 
Power of Binding , and Loo{ing,of Approning,and Diſ- 
penſing with things repugnantro all Laws as wel Na« 


turall as Divine;l might by way of prediion ſay of 


_ the Pope's Arroganciegthat, which was ſaid to the Tro- 


71ns ofthe Grecian Horſe —hac in weſtros fabricata eſt - 


Machina muros;The Pope s Supremacy had long ſince 
beene

beene the deZrui7ion of him , his Seq,and City. Hee is 
but achild and ignorant in the Fiftorzes of his owne 
times, that doth not know,that the cheefeſt proppe, 
whereon the Pope ſtands, and at this houre is ſuſtai- 
ncd,is his correſpondencywith the Spaniſh King,and 
the Houſeof Aufriz; which hee firſt procured and 
now maintaineth-by his diſþenſ;zg and warranting 
of his izceſ?uous andvnlawfull Marragzes.So thatifthe 
Spaniard(hould revolt from the Sea of Rome, the Le- 
gitimation of his Sweceſſours would be queſtioned & 
his S/gniorzes endangered. Vhich is the only reaſon 
of theconſiſtencic of the Papacte, claimed vnder the 
title of S. Peter, which otherwiſe had ere this nor 
beene at all, or elſe reduced into anarrowe Dioceſe. 

Opened his month}S,Peter ſpakenotraſhly,or with- 
out meditation making his words to breake the pris 
ſon of his /ips, before the doore of his mouth was ope- 
ncd;burt he taketh the keyes of knowledge and Meatrra- 
tionin hand,and therewith opened hu neuth, and ther 
ſpake , hen I muſed({aith David)there was a fire kind- 
led.and then I ſpake . What was this uſing, but his 
Meditation? What was this fire, but the /:ght of God's 
Spirit? \What was the ti;zalng therof, bur the inflans- 
mation-of his affeFi0n52that ſo he might ſpeake /gnt- 
{4 Deieloquia,with atongue Foucht witha cole of Me- 
aitation from Gods holy Mar. 

For by opening of the mouth in this place is not to 
be vnderſtood abare diſſevering of the lips,butapre- 
paration of the heart, out of the abundance of which 
the tongue ſhould ſpeake, andis indeed apleonaſme, 
or 
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or rediidancy of the Hebrew tongue,hgnifying to be- 
gin to ſpeakafterlong ſilence with Religis; 8 in this 
{enſe our Church Liturgy prayeth,0 Lord open thou our 
Lips,So that,as Moſes firſt ſpake with God, before he 
ſpake tothe people : ſo S* Peter firlt ſpeakerh with 
God's Spiritby Meditation, before hce delivered to 
Cornelius this Sermon , which is the ſubjeft of my 
Diſcourſe . The Pee perfeAtion of a man is his 
wiſedome,and the belt herald to proclaime his wiſe- 
dome is his Speech, and the richeſt treaſure to adorne 
his ſpeach is Meditation. Meattatro eft quaſi mentis 
ditatio,(ſaith Bernard )it is the enriching of the ſoule 
with the treaſures of VWiſedome: nay it is the chew- 
ing ofthe food of the Soule, which maketh it taſte 
ſiveerer in the mouth &dipeſt berter in the ſtomack; 
and you know thoſe beaſts,that chewed not the cnade, 
arereckoned among the vnc/cane beaſts in the Arte, 
I know no greater difference berweene a wiſe man 
anda foole,then that one ſpeaketh all rhings raſhly, 
che other all things maturely and adviſedly : the one 
hath his#o»gne in bus heart,the other hath hi heart in 
hu tongue , as the wiſe man ſpeaketh . For want of 
which ſerious conſideration, ofthe Majcſlie of 'the 
perſon,of whom they ſpeake,and of the holynes of the 
place , whereinthey ſpeake;many bold and vnworthy 
ſpeakers, contrary to the Law both of God and the 
Church, ſtart vp into the PuJpit, andbeing dull and 
heavy bodies, contrary to the Law of Nature, they 
aſcend vp to fill a vacuitie. Theſe empty veſſels make 
the greateſt ſound in many places ofthis City; and 
AS Ft like 
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| like Veſſels fill'd withnew winegthey wil catherbreak 


chen not vent,though it be but their owne Emptines 
and /emorance; their words are full ofwinde,and like 


e/Eolus Winades, 

Qua dataporta ruunt,g& turbas turbine per flant. 
Their mouth, like the Cocke of a Conduir-pipe, ific 
be but once opened, willrun out two Howre-glal- 
ſes,and thattwiſe or thriſea weeke . Before Ezechiel 
could haue his Commiſſion to ſpeake to thepeople, 
he was enioined,not to touch, to open, or to put in- 
to his mouth, but to eate the roule, Ezech.3.1. and 
to recerue the wordes into his heart, Ezech.z. ro;but 
theſe men never docſo muchas touch the Rovle, or 0- 
penthe booke. They ran from the Seminaries of lear- 
ning, like Lapwings fromtheirneſts, with their ſhels 
vpon their heads : the portion of learning they 
brought with them was like the bread & wine ofthe 
Gibeonites;their bread was hot that aay they departed,e;- 
therefore it was moulded and ary; & their bottels becauſe 
they were new were rent Joſb.9.rz.Thele men need ne. 
ver feare to bee taken for Mercury with St Pale, be- 


_ cauſe they ſecke ro venttheir wares by number, ne- 


ver weighing them , Of theſe too haſty Pulpitmen 
StBernard ſaith wittyly,Quia ninis propere yninus 2ro- 
ſpere rem peragunt. | 

When the Materiall Temple was built, there was 
not ſo much as the n9/ſe of a hammer heardthere, all 
things were ſo prepared before:but in the building of 
the Immateriall Temple of God,and edifying of mens + 


foules inthe faith of Chri/t,whoſe Temples we are,there

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is oft rims amongſt theſe extemporary preachers, 
(whonever prefer? what to-ſpeake, but onely to opers 
the mourh and þ-ke)ſuch a ſtaminering and hamme- 
ring of words, ſuch arudenoiſe of jarrings in ſenſe, 
and confirution - thar [holdit farre berrer for the 
Church taey ſhoulde looke grauely and ſay nothing, 
then. make ſo many ſhallow , frivolous,inconſfe«- 


quent diſcourſes. And ſol come from his Maner: 
of ſpeech,to his aſſeveration;whichis,1» truth.) 

He was the Legate of the God of rrath, the Apoſtle 
ofhim,in whoſe mouth there was found no gmle; and 
being by Corme(us required to ſpeak only that which 
God had commanded,/as it is inthe verle before my: 
rext)he could not but ſpeake /he 7ruth; and therefore 
doth adorne the- forefront of his ſpeechwiththis 
inypees, Of atruth. This is the jnſoluble bond of 4- 
mity,che ſafeſt refuge of /nnocency, rhe ſureſt warrant 
of Fidelity, the ſtrongeſt ſinew of humane Soctetie,the 
authenticall evidence of /a#7ce, the enſigne of Chr/- 
flianity , the ſoveraigneinfluence of God, nayitis 
God himſelfe,for God & trurh. 

Dereſtabletherefore and more then Diabolicall is 
their do@rine and pratife, who ſtraine,and weaken 
this /xew,which holderh peace andlſociery together; 
who cancell this bo»d, which being made in earth is | 
regiſtred in the high court of heaven, ſubſcribed and 
ſigned by God himſelfe; who either vntie this ever« 
laſting knot of truth by cunning «/£quivocation, or 
cut it aſunder by Papall Dipenſation, How can wee

Ofall beaſts we haue choſe in greateſt dereſtatis, 


which devour their own young, hat are our words 
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- & Promiſes,vhat are our Oaths,& Yowes,but the iſſue 
of our mind,which'they that reſume,and recall, whar 
doe they clſe, but devoure and eate their owne oft- 
ſpring ? The firſt that brake this bond of eruth in 
 carth was the Dive/{GE. 3, whoſe ſcholers they ſhew 
themſelues,who teach,that Oathes,Yowes,and Prom!» 
ſes of truthare better broken then kept with Heretikes, 
& that they may /awf#ll violatethem ar their plea: 
ſure; as /ulius 2» was notaſhamed openly to pro- 
felle,fides danda omnmbus,(ervanda nemini.And of this 
profeſſion was Mex.6.and his ſon Borgias,of whom 
itis reported that the one would never ſpeake whar 
he meant to doe,nor the otherever doe, what hee 
 ſpake, Theſe were two of the greateſt moſters which 
nature ever yet produced, For what monſter can 
there be in nature more prodigious,then a Liar,or E- 
quivocator,whoſe ſpeech is not Of azrauth?All othr 
creatures inthe world bring forth the ſame iſſue, 
which they conceaue;but a Zyar,orEquzvocator brine 
geth forth of his mouth, that which hee conceaueth 
not,or rather a contrary iſſue to that which he con.

Booke of N aturall Hiſtory reporteth, that ifa perjured 
per- 
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perſon dip hand or foot intothe river Olachas in Bi- 


thynia, heefeelethas greattorments, as ifhe were 
throwne into a fornace of melting lead. And Solinus 
ſeconds this relation withthe like of ariver in Sards- 
nia, Periurosfurto fadto,quos lumine cacat. 

And Philoſtratus telleth as ſtrange a miracle of a ri- 
verneere Ty2ra;in which,if a perfidious perſon, that 
hath forſworne himſelfe,doe bur bath,the water fin- 
keth into all parts of his body, and breedeth an incu- 


rable dropſie.But alas! whatis Olachas in Bithynia, or 
any river in the earth, to that Rivey of Brimſtone in hel 


which boyles with a continuall fire,and much wood? 


In which,without long andbitter repentance they - 


ſhall boyle for ever,who make no conſcience of ma«+ 


king alye, & breaking the truth. Greart ſurely are che 
rortures,which Dzwves,. and with him all the damned . 


doe,and muſt {uffer in hell;yerno part of Dzves body 
was {o much tortured,as his Tongue, He was prowd, 


andclad infinelinnen; hee was a Glutton,and fared ' 
deliciouſly every day,and therefore inall likelyhood : 


a wanton t00,Nam epuly comitatur volupt as;he was 


vncharitable to the poore , and denied Lazarms the 
crums that fell from his table: - yer none of theſe ſins - 
were puniſhed ſoſeverely asthe fins hee committed 


with his rongue.

[ Perceaue} S* Peter was not till this time ignorant 
of God's vnpartiall Inftice to vniverial man; but now 
hedoth ſee that truth cofirmed.in particulars, which 
before heknewe in gemerall; heeknewe it before,and 
now his knowledge was by a ſenſible probatis more 
confirmed, 7ob in'his proſperity-knewe, that God 
would not puniſh the innocent, yet hee wouldnever 
acknowledge ſo much, tillhe had a /e»/ible experience 
.of ir,!ob, g.2g. The ſincere affe&iov, and filiall obe- 
dience of Abrahamto God, could notbee hid from 
God himſelfe,ycr there was no evidence of it expreſ- 
ſed by God.till he refuſed not to ſacrifice his Sonne. 
Gen.22,12.And although the Apo#le before this time 
hada zotzon of this truth, which here hee preacheth; 
yet a manifeſt & experimental overture heneverlear- 
ned,till he /awthe gate of the Churchnow opened to 
the Gentiles alſo,The Miſtreſſe of truth is Experizce,8 
the beſt knowledge hath ir's «Furarce fro particnlars, 
By a Gercrall knowledge we kxow, as he thathad bin 
blind law ,confuſedly, Men like trees «but by a colleion 
of Particulars which are obviousto the ſenſe (elpeci- 
ally in matters pradtike, & moral] ) our mindreſts aſ* 
ſured without heſitation, The one I may call Notrtia, 
th' other Fiducja.the one reſides inthe underſtanding 
th other in the willth* one 15 Theoricall,th other Pr a- 
:all,the one confifts in General notzons, the other in 

Parttcular Experiments;the one isin/yrecre, the other 
#ra"o1e, by the one wee may knowe Good from Bad, by 
the other Be7rer from Good. In the knowledgerthere- 
fore 
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fore of divine verities we muſt not cotent our ſelues - 
with the fir # operations of the Spirit., which are bur 
ecnerall,but we muſt ſtrive for particular direQions, 
and afſurances;we muſt nor only haue our harts dif- 
poſed,bur ivformed;not only ploughed vp, but ſow- 
en. For as all other Sciences and Profeſſions muſt 
needs favour of much rawneſle and imperfe&ion,if 
they be ſtudied only:in paſſage, 2% fey , to gaine 
popular eſtimation,or to content theſtare in which 
we liue:So, & much more,is it withreligious know- 
ledge.ita man profeſſe it only with relation, and fa« 
ſhion ſuperficially, not ſyncerety,and exatly. 

For choughthart a weake faith and confuſed know- 
ledg of Divine things be of that admirable and wor- 
king nature,that the veryleaſt corne and graine of ir, 
is able ro fie the ſalvation of himin whom it is, & 
to lift hum vp to heaven, were heas groſle and heavy 
asa mountaine:yetnevertheleſſc rhis muſt not con- 
tent a Chri#1an man; but hee muſt make a continvall 
progreſſe from faith to faith , from knowledge ro 
knowledge, till at length hebenor only able 7» gro/ 
to knowe, bur evdently to perceaue the myſteries of 
religion and properties ofGod himſelfe ; whereof 
this 1s ONe,7: vx 55 Te9owmAiains ,that hee is No dccepe 
ter of perſons. | 

God isan agent infinite , whoſe will is nothing 
elle,bur Dews volens,as SE Anitinlaith, e/ſentially God 
himſeife, without whom there is no mouing orefft-

lcaſtbluſter of perſecution , when wee contradt our 
ſclues ar the 7ouch of a pins point ; being ready at the 
leaſt aſſaulr to leaue Chriſt for the loue of the world. 

The ſerwilefeare is aflaviſhdreadof the iudgements 
of God,and his puniſhments forſinne; whennor for 
the /oue of heaven;bur for feare of hell, we retaine our 
ſelues within the circle of Gods Commandements. 

The laſt & belt feare,is a filial,chaſty& loving feare, 
when we feare to commir //»pe, becauſcit is zune, & 
doecmbrace vertuc,as it iS-vertue; cam non delettavet

broſe. Which feare is proper to Chriſts flacke; which 
who ſo hath is accepted with God and may bee aſſured:

ch'other feares her husband,bur r'is chaſtly & loving-

with a baſe,ſervile teare,they feare him as a [udgg;the 
godly as a Father .

Cious mercy, Meritum noſtrum, mileratio Dominr;our 
Merit is thy Mercy & gracious accepration; in which 
werepoſc our whole aſſurance.
